Leaders of the seven major industrialized democracies (Canada, France. Italy. 
Japan, the U.K., the U.S., and West Germany) concluded their annual economic 
meeting in Toronto after agreeing on policies designed to foster continued 
economic growth 


Russian Orthodox Church celebrates millennium. The Russian Orthodox church 
began a year-long celebration to commemorate its 1000th anniversary 


South African blacks strike. More than a million blacks in South Africa began a 
three-day strike in protest against a government crackdown on anti-apartheid 
groups. 


Meese announces resignation. U.S. Attorney General Edwin Meese II] announced 
he would soon leave government service now that ‘false allegations” against him 
had been put to rest. 


U.S. Navy downs Iranian airbus.The U.S. missile cruiser Vincennes shot down an 
Iranian airbus over the Persian Gulf, killing all 290 persons aboard. 


Khomeini ends war with Iraq. Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, the spiritual leader 
of Iran, called a halt to Iran’s eight-year war with neighboring Iraq. 


Search for MIAs to resume. U.S. officials announced that Vietnam had agreed to 
undertake “joint investigative,survey, and excavation activities” with the U.S. to 
determine the fate of 1,758 U.S. military personnel still listed as missing in action 
(MIA) inside Vietnam during the war. 


Reagan signs trade bill. President Reagan signed a massive omnibus trade bill that 
had reached final form only after three years of intense debate and numerous 
revisions. 


Baltic republics challenge Moscow. Tens of thousands of demonstrators marched 
in the capitals of Estonia, Latvia, and Lithuania to protest the 1939 pact between 
Nazi Germany and the Soviet Union that led to Soviet annexation of the three 
Baltic republics in 1940. 


Zua-ul-Haq dies in crash. Pakistani Pres. Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq was killed when 
the air force C-130 turboprop aircraft he was on mysteriously crashed shortly after 
taking off from Bahawalpur.

U.S. reforms welfare system. Representatives of the U.S. Senate, House of 
Representatives, and the White House approved the final version of a welfare bill 
that was the first major revision of the nation’s welfare system in more than halfa 
century. 


Reagan vetoes textile bill. President Reagan vetoed a trade bill that would have 
strictly limited U.S. imports of textiles and certain footwear. 


U.S. revives shuttle program. The U.S. space shuttle Discovery was successfully 
launched from Cape Canaveral, Fla., with five veteran astronauts aboard. 


Gorbachev becomes president. Mikhail Gorbachev, general secretary of the 
Communist Party of the Soviet Union, consolidated his power by being 
unanimously elected chairman of the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet 
(president). 


Senate approves genocide treaty. Forty years after President Harry Truman 
proposed an international treaty to outlaw genocide, the U.S. Senate gave 
approval to legislative changes in the U.S. criminal code that would make it 
possible for the U.S. to become, as 97 other countries had already become, a 
signatory to the treaty. 


U.S. promises more aid while using bases in Philippines. The Philippines and the 
U.S. reached basic agreement on terms that would govern continued U.S. 
operation of military bases in the Philippines through September 1991. 


U.S. passes tough drug bill. The U.S. Congress, in its final act before 
adjournment, passed a comprehensive drug bill aimed at reducing both the supply 


and the consumption of illegal drugs. 


U.S. indicts Marcos. The U.S. government indicted Ferdinand Marcos, former 
president of the Philippines, his wife, Imelda, and eight associates, charging them 
with racketeering.

Bush wins U.S. presidency. George Bush was elected 4 Ist president of the United 
States. When the final tallies were announced, Gov. Michael Dukakis of 
Massachusetts and his Democratic running mate, Sen. Lloyd Bentsen of Texas 
had won only 10 of the 50 states and the District of Columbia. 


U.S. unveils Stealth bomber. During a rollout ceremony at U.S.Air Force Plant 42 
in the Mojave Desert in California, news media personnel and members of 
Congress were given a restricted view of the B-2 Stealth bomber. 


Arafat proclaims Palestinian state. Yasir Arafat, chairman of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO), announced the establishment of an independent 
Palestinian state with Jerusalem as its capital. 


Canadians reelect Mulroney. In parliamentary elections Canadian Prime Minister 
Brian Mulroney’s Progressive Conservatives (Pcs) won 170 of the 295 seats in the 
House of Commons. 


December 


Bomb kills 250 on Pan Am flight. A Pan Am Boeing 747, ona flight from London 
to New York City, crashed in a Scottish village after a bomb exploded on the 
aircraft while it was flying over Scotland. In addition to the 259 persons aboard 
the plane, perhaps 11 others on the ground also lost their lives. 


Gorbachev to cut military. During an address to the General Assembly of the 
United Nations, Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev announced unilateral cuts in 
Soviet military strength. 


Quake devastates Armenia. An earthquake that measured 6.9 on the open-ended 
Richter scale virtually destroyed several cities in the Armenian S.S.R. The final 
death toll was put at 25,000. 


Canada approves free trade. Canada’s House of Commons voted 141-111 in favor 
of the Canada-U.S. free-trade agreement that was scheduled to go into effect at the 
beginning of the new year.

Edward Seaga was soundly defeated in parliamentary elections by the People’s 
National Party led by former prime minister Michael Manley. 


Alfredo Stroessner overthrown. Alfredo Stroessner, Paraguay’s dictatorial 
president for nearly 35 years, was overthrown in a military coup. 


Bhopal lawsuit settled. The Supreme Court of India ordered Union Carbide Corp. 
to pay $470 million in damages to victims of the toxic gas leak that occurred at its 
pesticide plant in Bhopal on Dec. 3, 1984. 


Cheney named to defense post. The U.S. Senate voted 92-0 to confirm the 
nomination of Dick Cheney, a Republican member of the House of 
Representatives, as secretary of defense. 


Exxon oil befouls Alaska. A fully loaded Exxon oil tanker ruptured on charted 
reefs in Prince William Sound, Alaska, causing the worst tanker oil spill in U.S. 
history. 


Congress votes contra aid. The U.S. Congress approved $49.7 million in aid to 
Nicaraguan contras fighting the Sandinista government of Pres. Daniel Ortega. 


Shamir outlines peace plan. During a visit to the US., Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir suggested that Arab elections in the occupied territories could 
pave the way for a final settlement of the Arab-Israeli conflict. 


Noboru Takeshita to quit. Japanesse Prime Minister Noboru Takeshita called a 
news conference in Tokyo to say he would resign in the near future because the 
Recruit scandal, which involved bribery and influence peddling, had tarnished his 
own reputation and that of the ruling Liberal-Democratic Party.

June 
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North convicted on three counts. Oliver North, a retired lieutenant colonel in the 
U.S. Marine Corps and a former aide with the National Security Council, was 
convicted on 3 of 12 charges connected with the Iran-Contra affair. 


Gorbachev elected president. Mikhail Gorbachev, head of the Soviet Union’s 
Communist Party, was elected president of the U.S.S.R. by the newly constituted 
2,250-member Congress of People’s Deputies. 


Baker urges Israel to change. U.S. Secretary of State James Baker, in a speech 
before the American Israel Public Affairs Committee in Washington, D.C., 
declared: “For Israel, now is the time to lay aside, once and for all, the unrealistic 
vision of a greater Israel.” 


Menem victorious in Argentina. Carlos Saul Menem, candidate of the Peronists, 
was elected president of Argentina. 


Troops crush Beijing protests. Tens of thousands of Chinese troops made a 
determined drive into the centre of Beijing (Peking) to take back control of 
Tiananmen (T’ien-an-men) Square and nearby streets. 


Ayatollah Khomeini dies in Iran. Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, who became 
Iran’s supreme spiritual leader and unchallenged political authority after the 1979 
overthrow of Shah Mohammad Reza Pahlavi, died.

Berlin 


Our visit to the cosmopolitan and historic city of Berlin takes in the contrasts of East and 
West, of governments and ideology, of two vastly different societies existing side-by-side. 
Sophisticated shopping, incredible food, and varied entertainment in West Berlin will 
round out our program of sightseeing in both East and West Berlin. We’ll pass through 
Check-Point Charlie to tour the eastern half of this huge city, rebuilt and restored after the 
destruction of World War II. We'll attend memorial services in the Kaiser Wilhelm Kirche 


in the heart of the city, lay a wreath at City Hall—the site of John F. Kennedy’s famous 
speech, and meet with the US Military Command.

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Report on the Pre-Trip to Munich and Berlin, 14 June 1988 


On 14 June 1988, LTC M. Joseph DeMatteo, Captain Commanding, led a delegation “ 
AHAC members (Ist LT Arthur E. Nashawaty, 2nd LT Leonard J. Sacco, Adjutant Join si 
Moore, Paymaster Frank J. Sidoti, Sr.) and four additional Ancients travelling on their own 
(LT Robert A. Sawtelle, SGT Francis P. Collins, SGT Charles P. Forman, SGT Brian R. 
Pollack) to the pre-trip to Munich and Berlin. 


The flight went from Boston directly to Frankfurt, with a short delay and change of plane 
to Pan Am. We arrived in Munich at 1000 hours. 


Approaching Munich by air. we saw the natural beauty of the Alps, the Black Forest and 
Munich itself. Munich, which is the capital of Bavaria, is one of Europe/s most important 
cultural centers and one of the most beautiful cities in Europe. The first recordings of 
Munich as a city date back to 1158. 


We were met at the airport by Ingo Schneuing of Creative Travel Services and escorted to 
the Sheraton Munich Hotel. While we rode the short distance from the airport to the hotel, 
the beauty of Munich continued to unfold. 


The first meeting on our agenda was a productive working lunch just after our check-in at 
the Sheraton Hotel with Willy R. Optekampa, General Manager of the hotel, and several 
members of his staff. From then on, various members of our group met independently with 
hotel staff as pertained to our requirements. On the evening of 23 June we visited the 
famous Hoffbrauhaus restaurant for a favorable inspection and excellent dinner and fine 
Bavarian entertainment. The Hoffbrauhaus was established in 1589, and has its own sense 
of history. 


On 16 June we paid a courtesy call to the U.S. Consulate and met with General Consul 
David Fischer, Consul Robert Becker, and Master SGT Saussier. The Consulate will assist 
us with specific requests during our stay in Munich. 


The afternoon of 16 June we visited the Dachau concentration camp and saw a slide 
presentation illustrating the atrocities committed there from 1933 to 1945, The Dachau 
administration building is now a museum, and there is a dormitory building still standing. 
This was a sobering and deeply moving experience, and one which we will not forget. 


Our next stop was at Oberscheiben, a castle built by King Maximillian Emanuel. We then 
toured the Bavarian Motor Works, or as we call it, BMW Museum. 


In the center of Munich is a special treat - the beautiful Carillon figures on top of the Town 


Hall. These figures depict dancing and a duel between a Bavarian knight and a French 
soldier. (To learn who wins the duel, you must visit Munich.) The Carillon figures were 
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dismantled and stored during World War II. The drama of the duel is recreated at 1100 
hours each day, and still draws a large crowd of observers. According to legend, in 1638 a 
plague was spreading through the region. Local townspeople felt that if they danced and 
laughed, the plague would go away. 350 years later the reenactment continues. 


17 June began with a visit to Berchtsesgaden where we boarded special buses for the 4.2 
mile ride up the mountain to Adolph Hitler’s retreat, built in the mid-1930s and called the 
Eagle’s Nest by American soldiers. This impressive building ironically escaped bombing 
during World War II, and was used only five times by Hitler. It is now a mountain 
restaurant. 


Later that day we continued on to Salzburg, the birthplace of Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart. 
We spent many hours on a walking tour of this beautiful city, lunched at St. Peter’s 
Monastery which dates back to the 8th century, and toured the Hohensalzburg Fortress 
which was built in 1077. On leaving Salzburg, our next stop was to the little village of 
Aying. 


Saturday evening we concluded our visit to Munich. Our walking tour that night reinforced 
our feelings that members of our Company will find Munich quite enjoyable. 


We all know about Oktoberfest, the world famous event which takes place in late 
September - early October. Oktoberfest began in 1810, when during a royal wedding local 
townspeople were invited to join in the celebration. It has been going strong ever since. It 
is said that five dozen oxen are broiled ona spit, 30,000 fish are grilled, 400,000 Ibs. of pork 
sausage and 600,000 chickens are consumed, along with over a million gallons of beer. 


On 19 June we left for Berlin, arriving at 0930 hours. We were met at the airport by Ist LT 
Karen Short of the U.S. Protocol Office. LT Short was our liaison during our stay in Berlin. 


She escorted us to the Intercontinental Hotel by military van, our major source of 
transportation in Berlin. 


In the early afternoon part of our group toured the Wannsee area and others toured the hotel 
facilities with the hotel manager. Both the Sheraton Munich and Intercontinental Hotels are 
fine hotels offering health clubs, indoor swimming, saunas and several restaurants. All 
guests rooms have undergone major refurbishing in both hotels. 


Berlin was the capital of Germany and is at the center of Europe. It has a renowned 
intellectual and artistic life, and is home of many great poets, philosophers, scientists, 


writers, and artists. Berlin today prides itself on its Philharmonic Orchestra, cultural 
activities and enjoyable night life. 


On 20 June 1988, LT Short met us at the Hotel at 0830 hours and took part of our group, 
LTC DeMatteo, Ist LT Nashawaty, 2nd LT Sacco and Adjutant Moore, to General Lucius 
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Clay Headquarters. Our first meeting was with MAJ GEN Raymond Haddock, 
Commanding Officer, who offered CPT DeMatteo his full cooperation on our military 
activities planned in Berlin. Joining us in that meeting was LTC Jerry Edelen,Chief 
Protocol Officer. Other meetings that day were with SFC Haucuja; LT Tom Lang of the 
Motor Pool; Jay Keihboith, Director of the ITT travel agency; Stephen Rabourn, Public 
Safety; Steve Stromvall, Public Affairs; and Tom Wolfson, Liaison to the U.S. Senate and 
Congress for the city of Berlin. 


On 21 June 1988 at 0830 LT Short again met us for additional meetings with Tom Wolfson; 
Lutz Wunder, Administrative Director of Protocol for the city of Berlin; and Jim Williams, 
Public Relations Director for the U.S. military forces in Berlin. Late that morning of 21 
June we visited Plotzensee, a memorial to the thousands of Germans who were executed for 
opposing Adolph Hitler from 1933 to 1945. The sight of the rafters studded with hooks is 
a bleak reminder of their suffering. It is said that on the night of 7 September 1943, at 1930 
hours and the morning of 8 September at 0830 hours, 186 people were hanged in groups of 
eight at a time. 


On our return to the city from Plotzensee we stopped to meet The Reverend Knut Soppa, 
Pastor of Emperor Wilheim Memorial Church. Reverend Soppa was very pleased to invite 
us to conduct ecumenical services in his beautiful church on 2 October 1988. Further 
meetings that day were at the City Hall in the Schoneberg district with Tom Wolfson, Lutz 
Wunder, and Wolfgang Gobel. 


The City Hall is the site of President John F. Kennedy’s immortal “Ich bin ein Berliner” 
speech 25 years ago. A plaque has been installed honoring that historic occasion. Our final 
meeting thatday was a private session with Mayor Rindiger Jakesch of the Schoneberg 
district. 


On the lighter side, we were able to inspect the shopping on Kurfursten Damm. This area 
boasts over 1,000 stores, 100 cafes and restaurants, and is home of one of the largest 
department stores in the world, Ka-De-We. The sixth floor should be visited to see the 
amazing displays of everything and anything you could imagine eating or drinking. 


At East Berlin, we were fortunate to be able to cross Check Point Charlie accompanied by 
a U.S. soldier in a military van. It allowed us to cross over without any delays. Passports 
are required to enter. We saw the Berlin Wall, toured areas where bullet holes can still be 
seen on faces of buildings, saw where Hitler’s bunker had stood, and saw the changing of 
the guard in goose step formation at a memorial to victims of facsism and militarism. We 
noted fewer and older cars and older apartment buildings and houses than those in West 
Berlin. 
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This report also acknowledges that Ist SGT of Infantry Chad Forman and SGT of Infantry 
Brian Pollack, who is our travel agent for the fall trip, worked extremely hard for you in 
preparing for the SGT’s parties which will be held in Munich and Berlin. They are to be 
commended for their successful efforts and dedication. 


On 22 June 1988 the delegation returned to Boston, completing a very successful pre-trip, 
well planned by our Captain Commanding.

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351st Fall Field Day Tour of Duty 

Approximately 165 Ancients met at Logan International Airport at 4:00 p.m. on 23 
September 1988 where Sergeants hosted a reception prior to departure from Boston to 
Frankfurt on Lufthansa Airline. The short six hour flight was full of comradery, our friends 
and Ancients relaxing and enjoying the trip. 


From Frankfurt we boarded airline for the short flight to Munich. We were met there by our 
tour guides and escorted to the lovely Sheraton Munich Hotel. The balance of the day was 
free time and most of us caught up on our rest. That evening Sergeants hosted one of the 
most outstanding receptions ever afforded our group. The main ballroom of the Sheraton 
was gaily decorated and lit by candlelight. A sumptuous hot and cold buffet of German 
food was provided as well as ample liquid refreshment. A fine German band provided the 
entertainment. 


Sunday 25 September 

Church service was held in the hotel and then, around noon, we were transported to the 
famous Oktoberfest. Oktoberfest began in 1810, when during a royal wedding local 
townspeople were invited to join in the celebration. It has been going strong ever since. It 
is said that five dozen oxen are broiled on a spit, 30,000 fish are grilled, 400,000 Ibs. of port 
sausage and 600,000 chickens are consumed, along with over a million gallons of beer. 
Approximately 500,000 people visit Oktoberfest each day. 


Monday 26 September 

Company departed hotel early morning for a drive through Bavaria to the town of Salzburg. 
We went on a walking tour of this city which was the birthplace of Mozart. We toured the 
Hohensalzburg Fortress which was built in 1077 and then had a typical German lunch at St. 
Peter’s Keller. The next stop on our tour was Berchtsesgaden where we boarded special 
buses for the 4.2 mile ride up the mountain to Adolph Hitler’s retreat, built in the mid- 
1930’s and called the Eagle’s Nest by American Soldiers. The ride up to Eagle’s Nest is an 
experience in itself. After viewing the countryside from this 5,500 foot peak, we were 
served an excellent hot and cold buffet and beverages. We then returned to Munich. The 
Captain Commanding took the Past Captain Commanding out to dinner that night. 


Tuesday 27 September 

Left early in the morning for the short rider to Dachau where the Company formed and 
marched with the accompaniment of the buglers and drummers from the U.S. Army to the 
memorial where the Captain Commanding laid the wreath. Mr. Todd Becker from the 
Consulate General’s Office in Munich was in attendance and commented that this was the 
finest military presentation he had ever seen at the memorial. After the ceremony, the 
troops viewed a film depicting the atrocities committed between 1933 - 1945 and then 
walked around the grounds. Back then to Munich were at 1600 hours, the Captain 
Commanding hosted a cocktail party in his suite. At 1900 hours, we boarded buses for the 
Hauthra House which is a true Bavarian restaurant with real Bavarian entertainment and 
had an excellent meal. Some of us returned to the hotel while others took a walking tour 
around Munich, which happens to be safe city to walk around. 
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Riding back through Checkpoint Charlie and on into West Berlin, it was amazing to see the 
difference of life, the buildings, the cars, the people. In West Berlin, you see people who 
seem so busy doing so much, always in a hurry to go somewhere. In East Berlin, where 
there are 1.3 million people, and today was a beautiful sunny day, you saw very little 
visibility of people out away from their homes. 


In the evening we went to the Spandau citadel. The citadel goes back to the fortification, 
had many uses throughout the centuries, and from 1933-1945 was a laboratory used by the 
Nazis for poison gas. In 1945, the citadel was delivered without a fight to the Russians who 
occupied it. 


It was a most unusual setting for dinner served in medieval style. The comradery 
throughout the entire evening was unequaled. The men were in great spirits, and everyone 
had a great time. 


Monday 3 October 

We boarded buses for the City Hall District. The Company formed approximately 1/8 of a 
mile in a park away from City Hall and we marched through the streets again of Berlin 
accompanied by Berlin Brigade of the U.S. Army Band. 


The Mayor of City Hall amongst other dignitaries and quite a number of civilians witnessed 
what was an extremely impressive ceremony. Lieutenant Colonel DeMatteo unveiled a 
plaque under the plaque that the Germans had installed 25 years ago commemorating 
President Kennedy’s famous speech, “Ich bin ein Berliner.” After the wreath laying, the 
Company passed in review and the Mayor hosted a reception and presented a gift to the 
Captain. On display in the City Hall was the Company’s gift to the people of the City of 
Berlin, pictures suitable for framing, memorabilia from the J,F,K, Library. After this 
ceremony, we were then bused to the Plotzensee Memorial where we formed and the 
Captain had a wreath laying ceremony in memorial of those who were slaughtered by the 


Third Reich. We then returned to the hotel where preparation began for the 35 1st Fall Field 
Day Tour of Duty banquet. 


The banquet had 100% attendance by the Ancients and the head table was graced by Major 
General Haddock of the U.S. Army, Civilian Deputy Lieutenant, Harry Gilmore, the Vice 
President in Charge of Police, City of Berlin, Mayor Yakus of the Shouenburg District. 


The meal was considered one of the finest we have ever been served. The speeches were 


precise and not too lengthy and all agree that it was one of the nicest banquets ever held. 
The Captain then received all guests in his suite. 


Tuesday 4 October 


Departed hotel at 0930 hours for the flight to Frankfurt where we then boarded another 
plane for a direct flight back to Boston. 
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Congratulations to all of the staff. especially the Adjutant, Colonel John Moore. 


All agree that the 351 st Fall Field Day Tour of Duty was one of the finest we ever had and 
it was due to the outstanding preparation and leadership provided by our 
Captain Commanding, M. Joseph DeMatteo.

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Memorial Plaque Honoring John F. Kennedy 


Just as proud to be in Berlin as their President John F. Kennedy was 25 years ago were the 
members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. The oldest 
military organization of the gathered in front USA, founded in 1638, yesterday held a 
parade in front of the City Hall of Schoeneberg.

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Sunday October 2 
Sermon given at the Kaiser Wilhelm Memorial Church in West Berlin on the 351st 
Anniversary Fall Field Day Tour by Brigadier General Robert M. Durkee, Chaplain. 


An old life saving station stands as a silent sentinel on the beach of Sandy Hook, New 
Jersey. Its chief use now is as a visitor center. The boat carriers no longer enter the rough 
surf in search of survivors from a grounded ship. It’s not that people are no longer 
interested in saving lives. There’s just no call for that service any more. Modern 
technology has advanced ship safety, as well as rescue operations. 


The conduct of war on this dawn of the 21st century should be as antiquated and as 
outmoded as that old life saving station. Unfortunately, the chaos of conflict is always an 
ever present possibility. Rather than vanishing as an oddity of the past, the potential of war 
has been escalated to awesome heights. 


Those of us who are gathered here in Germany on this Fall Field Tour of Duty have 
experienced the double edged sword of battle. Many, if not most of us, have been a part of 
the blood, sweat and tears that are unique to combat. We have also paraded in all parts of 
the world, laid wreaths on the graves of earlier friend and foe, and invoked the Lord’s 
blessing that peace might one day come to our warring human family. The scars sustained, 
and memories of our fallen comrades, have given us the right to lift up the prayer of the 
prophet Micah that “many nations shall come together” and, “they shall beat their swords 
into plow shares, and their spears into pruning hooks: Nations shall not lift up a sword 
against nation, neither shall they learn war anymore.” 


A few days ago, we visited the site of the former concentration camp at Dachau. Today, it 
is a memorial park, a reminder and never to be forgotten of the inhuman terror of the Nazi 
regime. When I first visited Dachau, shortly after the war, there were still piles of human 
ashes, with a crude sign designating the remains of countless thousands who were 
cremated. The bestiality of war and particularly against the innocent victims of women and 
children must never be erased from the pages of history, lest those unspeakable crimes be 
repeated. 


Today, we gather for worship in this beautiful modern Kaiser Wilhelm Memorial Church. 
How appropriately fused together are the ruins of the old and the dreams of the new. 


The devastation of cities and homes laid waste are not the greatest loss in battle. It is the 
heartbreaking loss and maiming of human life, of unfulfilled talent and joy turned into 
sadness. Bombed buildings are merely the outward signs of an inward sorrow. 


Two great churches that were built to the Glory of God were obliterated through the air 


raids over four decades ago...Coventry Cathedral in England, and this Kaiser Wilhelm 
Church in Berlin. Now both share in a fellowship of reconciliation that has become a new 
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hope in this post war period. The nails from Coventry Cathedral that are on display here in 
Memorial Hall are in the form of a cross. They are not a relic of the past, but a symbol of 
living faith for the future. The Coventry congregation erected a cross made from charred 
roof beams, and carved into the stone wall behind the altar the words, “Father forgive”. It 
is that kind of faith that has prompted a whole new generation to take on life commitments 
toward reconciliation. A whole international community has come out of Taize France 
representing all the nations that twice in this century have engaged in mortal combat. 


Let me share with you a story - my story - about a remarkable young man named Donald. 
He was nineteen years old, but he had spent his eighteenth year as a combat platoon leader 
in Korea. When he returned from Korea, he was assigned to Ft. Dix, N.J. 


There he taught men how to wage war. For a minute let us take ourselves from the quietness 
of this church to an open sandy field in New Jersey where men were training to cripple one 
another, or better to kill one another. There on the field was a sandbag parapet from which 
soldiers protected themselves from flying shrapnel. Out in front were little dugouts, where 
men could get in a hole with an instructor and learn how to throw a hand grenade (For those 
of you who have never thrown a hand grenade, it is a terrifying weapon). 


One by one, the young trainees would come from behind the main parapet, where Donald 
would instruct them in how to throw the weapons of destruction. 


In that long line, one young man, nervous, (and who wouldn’t be) pulled the pin on his 
grenade, stood up in the small hole, and for some unknown reason threw the grenade 


backward rather than forward. The grenade landed behind the parapet where two hundred 
trainees were waiting their turn. 


Donald jumped from the dugout, and managed to get behind the parapet to smother the 
grenade with his body before it exploded. Needless to say, he died. And the other young 
men lived. Two hundred men had been given life from a nineteen year old. 


I wonder what those two hundred men are doing today. I wonder how often they remember 
what Donald did for them. 


Another true story, somewhat similar, took place in Golgotha, two thousand years ago. 


Jesus offered himself in reconciliation for others, and they nailed his body to the cross and 
left him there until he was dead. 


We remember that story today too, because it is God’s story, a story of love, forgiveness, 
reconciliation and peace. 


A former U.S. Army Chief of Chaplains once said, “There will never be peace in the world 
until individuals learn to live in peace within themselves”. 
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Years ago, when I was stationed as an Air Force Chaplain in England, I remember the sign 
that was posted near the entrance of a SAC base. It read, ‘Peace is our Profession”. Before 
the advent of nuclear subs, when our first line of defense was the strategic bomber, those 
who flew in constant vigilance were committed to that mission. 


But the peace that the prophet Micah speaks of is God’s peace, a peace that this world can 
neither give nor take away. Without our happy relationship with God, in our own lives, in 
our intimate family relationship, in our nation or in the family of nations, there is little or no 
hope for peace/ 


As Christians, peace is our profession, our profession of faith. And the one who offered 
himself up for us upon the cross is our only hope for reconciliation. 


Let us Pray. 


God of our Fathers, who has made of one blood all the peoples of the earth and did send 
your blessed Son to preach peace to those who are far off and to those who are near, bring 
all the nations unto your fold. Pour out your spirit of reconciliation through the blood of 
Jesus Christ, our Lord. Bless us individually with the love of Mary, who conceived and 
bore the fruit of Jesus, the Saviour and Prince of Peace. And grand to us that peace which 
this world can neither give nor take away. We ask this in your holy name.

During the planning for LTC M. Joseph DeMatteo’s year of command, it was clear that the 
two candidates running for President of the United States would have Massachusetts 
connections. One was the Governor of Massachusetts, Michael S. Dukakis and the other as 
Vice President of the United States, George H.W. Bush, who was born in Milton, 
Massachusetts. The Captain thought it was important to try to attend the Inaugural and 
march in the parade. Some funds were included in the budget for this purpose. 


No planning for the Inaugural events formally takes place in Washington until after the 
election. Then a committee is set up to do the planning and choose the participants in the 
parade. As expected, everyone wants to come to Washington to Parade in this event.

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HISTORY OF THE SOCIETY OF PAST COMMANDERS 


The Two Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary Celebration of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts was held at the Parker House, Boston, on 8 May 1890. 


Mr. A. Shuman, a member of the Anniversary Committee, proposed the following motion, 
and after some discussion it was unanimously adopted: “The Committee on the Two 
Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts, for the purpose of continuing their pleasant and friendly associations as 
members of that Committee, to cherish and keep alive whatever is, and has been of interest 
in that memorable Celebration, and to give their influence and assistance to any good work 
for the welfare and advancement of the Company; agree to form themselves into a Club to 
be known as the - 15 Club.” 


All, with the exception 
of the last five, served as Captain of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts:

Captain Edward E. Allen was Chairman of the Committee 
The Club met annually and other than a few simple rules, there were no Bylaws. Motions 


regulating the Organization, however, have been made at various meetings. Ata special 
meeting on 15 May 1973, Bylaws were adopted. 
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At the annual meeting, 11 February 1916, the name of the Club was changed from the “15 
Club” to the “Past Commanders Association of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company.” At the annual meeting, 12 March 1933, the name was changed to “The Society 
of Past Commanders, Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company.” At the annual meeting, 
15 September 1973, by amendment of the newly adopted Bylaws, the name was changed to 
the “Society of Past Commanders of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts.” 


Captain Fred E. Bolton was the last member to join the “15 Club” and was the last surviving 
member at the time of his death in October 1938. 


Since the organization, 8 May 1890 there have been but six Secretaries, Colonel Sidney M. 
Hedges, elected Permanent Secretary, served from 1890 to 1924; Captain Thomas H. 
Ratigan from 1925 to 1933; Brigadier General Henry D. Cormerais from 1933 to 1953; 
Lieutenant Colonel Fred K. Rogers from 1953 to 1959; Captain Frank G. Volpe from 1959 
to 1974, and Major General I. Jerome O’Connor from 1974 to date. 


There have been but seven Treasurers, Mr. A. Shuman, elected Permanent Treasurer, served 
from 1890 to 1894; Captain Fottler from 1894 to 1933; Major Lionel G. H. Palmer from 
1933 to 1938; Captain Justin A. Duncan from 1938 to 1958; Colonel Raymond F. Rascher 


from 1958 to 1959; Colonel Augustus J. Migell from 1959 to 1976, and Colonel Walter T. 
Anzoni from 1976 to date. 


The silver reproduction of the Gorget worn by the Captain Commanding of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts was added to the seal on the menus in 
1934. Gold replaced the silver in 1980. 


The Junior Past Commander of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 


Massachusetts receives the miniature gold Gorget at the June Day Banquet from the Senior 
Past Commander present.

Special Committee Reports 
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RESTORATION AND PRESERVATION OF FANEUIL HALL 


The “Ad-Hoc” Committee for the Restoration and Preservation of Faneuil Hall submits this 
report for the year ending 3] May 1989. 


This Committee has been functioning since it was first appointed by Colonel Sylvester A. 
Ray in December of 1984. Originally, meetings were being held weekly and then monthly 
and at this point in time, they are held only as requested by the National Park Service. 


From the very beginning, Mr. John Burchill, the Director of the Northeast Section of the 
National Park Service and Commissioner J. Edward Roche of the Public Properties 
Department of the City of Boston have been two of our strongest supporters. When they 
saw the condition of the windows being eaten away due to “dry rot”, they both stated that 
even though there was nothing in the blue prints for Faneuil Hall that something would be 
done. As a result of their efforts Congressman Moakley was able to secure a Federal Grant 
of $3,500,000.00 to be expended on the restoration work. 


Present plans call for the advertising for bids during the month of June 1989. This process 
is to be culminated by the awarding of a bid and the contractor is to be in the building by | 
October 1989. 


We will have to vacate the building. This is a move with endless problems that are going to 
call for not only financial assistance, but also physical assistance by all able-bodied 
members. We have free storage facilities available at the Charlestown Navy Yard. 
However, not all of our “Artifacts” can be stored there. Our “Attic” is a nightmare. It is 
recommended that the “Museum and Library Committee” consider moving everything 
from the attic to the Armory Floor for inspection, listing and possibly for discard. 


Present plans call for meetings of the Company be held in the Great Hall of Faneuil Hall 
Market Building or at the Boston City Hall. In all probability, we will not be too far from 


Faneuil Hall. City Square is nowa problem because of the tunnel work in the depressing of 
the Expressway. 


We are all going to be affected by this activity and you are urged to keep smiling and render 
assistance when it is requested.

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SERGEANTS YEAR IN REVIEW 


The Sergeants 1988-1989, also known as the “Oktoberfest Sergeants”, provided the 
Company members and guests an eventful and memorable year.

As the first colonists settled in the Massachusetts Bay Colony, each group of settlers 
brought with them a professional soldier to train them in their own defense and to command 
their militia. Many of these professionals were members of the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London which was and still is a school for officers superimposed on the 
London Militia. These officers and other gentlemen saw the need for a similar school here 
in order to standardize the drill and tactics in the new colony and applied for a charter for 
that purpose in 1637. A charter was finally granted by Governor Winthrop in 1638, 
bringing into being “The Military Company of the Massachusetts.” This Company, for 
about three centuries, functioned as a “School for Officers and a Nursery for soldiers”, that 
is, as an Officers School and an Officer Candidate School. A young man would join his 
local militia company, find out that he enjoyed the military, and apply for membership in 
this Company in order to improve himself in military matters. As he progressed his fellows 
in his local unit would elect him successively to sergeant, lieutenant, and to higher office. 


By the early 1900’s, the Captain and some of the senior members of the Company prevailed 
upon the legislature to pass a bill establishing the Massachusetts Training School for the 
purpose of training young men to become officers. The school was staffed by members of 
the Company. This school was started at the Charlestown Armory and ran until 1917, 
furnishing officers for World War I. In 1927, as the demand for new officers exceeded the 
supply, the Training School was reestablished at the Cambridge Armory and ran until 
December, 1940, furnishing about 800 officers for World War II. In the mid-1930’s, the 
name of the school was changed to “The Massachusetts Military Academy” so there would 
be no misunderstanding of its function and purpose. 


Following World War II, the Academy was again reestablished in 1948, utilizing the 
facilities of the Boston Latin School. When the Commonwealth Armory was renovated in 
1954, complete facilities were included for the Military Academy with joint use of the 
classrooms by the other troops stationed there. In 1972, the Academy was moved to Camp 
Curtis Guild in Reading, Massachusetts. It is operating there at the present time. 


During all these years members of this Company have served as staff, faculty, tactical 
officers and members of the Academic Board of the Academy. The Company has always 
been ready with financial assistance if and when needed. Many graduates of The 
Massachusetts Military Academy are members of the Company. 
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When the Academy was again in operation in 1948, the Chief, National Guard Bureau, took 
an intense interest in it as it was a steady source of Second Lieutenants for the 
Massachusetts National Guard. Shortly, an officer from the staff of the Academy was placed 
on active duty to assist in writing a complete Program of Instruction with the idea that 
shortly a National Guard Officer Candidate Schools would be established in each of the 
several States. Several of the States, anticipating this program, sent observers to spend a 
session at the Academy to observe the operation and then establish schools in their own 
State. 


In January, 1951 the Massachusetts Military Academy became the first State National 
Guard Officer Candidate School to be accredited by the Chief, National Guard Bureau. 


The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts takes justifiable pride in 


being the oldest Officer School in the New World and in assisting in the establishment and 
operation of the first National Guard Officer Candidate School in the United States.

Report on Wreath Laying at Major George H. Maynard’s Tombstone 


On May 30, 1989 Ist LT Nashawaty and 2nd LT Sacco continued an AHAC tradition by 
visiting the gravesite of Major George H. Maynard in Mount Feake Cemetery in Waltham, 
Massachusetts for the annual wreath laying. 


Major Maynard was elected into the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts on 4 June 1875 and served for over 50 years. He also served as Ist SGT of 
Infantry in 1879. 


He was a jeweler and a member of Loyal Legion, The Grand Army of the Republic, The 
Union Veterans, and The Masonic Fraternity. 


Major Maynard was born in Waltham 2 February 1846. When Fort Sumter fell and the 
Battle of Bull Run fought and lost, he became one of the first to answer President Lincoln’s 
call to help preserve the union by enlisting as a private in the 13th Regiment Massachusetts 
Volunteer Militia. 


For extraordinary and personal bravery in Battle at Antietam and Fredericksburg, he 
received the nation’s highest award for valor - The Congressional Medal of Honor. 
Recommended for promotion - he was commissioned Captain in January 1864 and 
assigned to the 82nd Regiment of US Colored Infantry and ordered further south to 
command colored troops and commissioned Brevet Major in March 1865 for distinguished 
and meritorious service, finally receiving his discharge on 10 September 1866. 


Major Maynard died at his home in Waltham on 26 December 1927 leaving his entire estate 


valued at $30,000 to Mrs. Ida Gibbs, his helpmate of many years, and upon her death, the 
balance reverted to the permanent fund of the AHAC.

We are grateful to the National Park Service and the Society of Colonial Wars for their help 
in making this event possible. 


Report on the Presidential Yacht Sequoia’s Boston visit 


On 9 September 1988 at 1200 hours, the Presidential Yacht Sequoia visited Boston Harbor 
and tied up on the same pier as the USS Constitution. 


It was an impressive sight to see a beautiful yacht designed and built to yesterday’s 


Standards, a ship which has served America’s Presidents from Herbert Hoover to Jimmy 
Carter. 


She was sold during the Carter Administration in an effort to economize on Government 
spending, but has since been re-purchased by the Presidential Yacht Trust in Washington, 


DC. She has been totally re-fitted and re-furbished, and her teak work is to be much 
admired. 


The Presidential Yacht Trust has raised 4 million dollars for her restoration, and an 
additional 7 million in the form of a permanent endowment for her upkeep. 
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Representatives of the City of Boston, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and the 
military, along with our Captain Commanding, LTC M. Joseph DeMatteo, officiated at the 
formal ceremony. Captain DeMatteo also presented a brief history of our Company and a 
tray, appropriately engraved, to the Captain of the Sequoia, and to the Presidential Yacht 
Trust. 


Lt. Anthony Pino, our Commissary officer, prepared an excellent buffet lunch that was 
served in the Commandant’s residence for the approximately 130 Ancients and guests who 
had participated in this historic event. 


At 1400 hours the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company members were escorted on a 
Tour of the Ship, which will be turned over to the United States Government in November 
to be once again in service as the Presidential Yacht 


The Sequoia is 105’ in length and was built in 1925 for Richard Cadwalden of Philadelphia, 
who christened her Sequoia II. In 1928 she was sold to William Dunning of Fort Work and 


rechristened “Sequoia”. 


In 1931 she was purchased by the Department of Commerce, and in 1933 she became the 
official Presidential Yacht.

Noble Sid Abbott is a Faneuil Hall landmark 

Visitors come from around the world to Boston’s Faneuil Hall, built in 1742, so they can 
experience the exciting times of colonial Boston. It is here that Sam Adams, and others 


organized against British oppression. 


It is here today, where Noble Sidney Moses Abbott, gives his lectures to the multitudes who 
come to see this famous American landmark. 


Noble Abbott’s stories are like seeing history come alive on stage, except it is within the 
hallowed halls of the Cradle of Liberty. He tells of George Washington’s banquet in Faneuil 


Hall following the first inauguration in New York City in 1789, or the Cornwallis surrender 


in Yorktown. Much of Abbott’s stories are woven into the heritage of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts that maintains an armory and museum in 
the top floor. Abbott is the curator of the museum and admired by all including the National 
Park Service that provides the visitor services. 
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Sid Abbott is not a stranger to Aleppo Temple He is a Master Mason in Columbian Lodge 
(Boston) A.F. & A.M. since 1920 and a Noble of the Mystic Shrine since 1928. He is a 55- 
year emeritus member of the Degree Staff which he joined in 1930. 

His most memorable experience came early in his Shrine life when in the summer of 1932, 
Aleppo Temple embarked by rail on a 31-day pilgrimage to San Francisco to attend the 
Imperial Council Session with Illustrious Potentate Roy Fay. Sid made the trip and called 
it the most exciting pilgrimage ever undertaken by Aleppo. 

Noble Abbott will be 90 years of age come February 7th, 1985.

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JUNE DAY SERMON 


In writing to the small community of Christians in Ephesus, then a flourishing seaport on 
the West Coast of Asia Minor, Paul the Apostle taught that the new life in the Lord Jesus 
had “broken down the dividing wall of hostility”. In our Scripture lesson, Ephesus 2:14 
“For he is our peace, who has made us both one, and has broken down the dividing wall of 
hostility”. 


Throughout the history of our race, we have time and time again been fractured in our 
common life by “walls of hostility”. From earliest times, men have divided into tribal 
families, and have sought to defend themselves from others by erecting walls. Whether 
those walls were constructed by briar and thicket, or the tallest trees from the forest, or 
enormous stone buttresses, they were intended to keep out the foreigner, and protect within 
the young, the weak and the familiar. 


Walls have ranged in size and scope from the Buttress of Massada, high on a mountain top, 
built by King Herod to the picturesque rows of stones that network through our New 
England agrarian countryside. 


The poet, Robert Frost, wrote, “Something there is, that doesn’t like a wall, but then he 
concluded that same poem with the words, “good fences make good neighbors”. Walls 
have been a natural part of life, and continue to be today, as we fence off areas to preserve 
them from being ecologically spoiled, and we fence in persons who are a danger to the 
common good. But there is something very profound about some walls, and something that 
stirs our emotions. 


The Wailing Wall in Jerusalem is probably the most symbolic pile of stones that exists in 
the world today. From the enormous bedrock of its foundation in which King Herod 
constructed the finest of all Temples in 20 BC was the Mount where King Solomon had 
over a period of seven years, built a magnificent Temple. But the successive building and 
destruction of the Temple led to its final obliteration by the Romans in the year 70 AD, until 
not one stone was left standing upon another. 


Yet beneath the pile of rubble, the foundation stones remained for centuries. And when the 
Zionists returned to their new land, coming from concentration camps and all the corners of 
the globe, they dug down to recover the last remnant of the ancient Temple, and wailed 
their song of lament for the centuries of wandering and waiting for “next year” in 
Jerusalem”. 


My first view of the wall was on “Yom Kippur’, a holiday in which no traffic or public 
transportation was allowed. Father and son stood before the only surviving stones of the 
Temple, vested with shawls and phylacteries, they inserted into the crevices, small scraps 
of paper on which were recorded their intercessions and laments. I thought, “if those stones 
could only speak”. If they could, the words would be mingled with blood and tears. 
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Another wall that we are familiar with from our most recent Fall Field Tour of Duty, is the 
Berlin Wall. Most of us can remember the events that led to its construction. 


The cold war was begun almost immediately after the victory in Europe, and Winston 
Churchill prophetically recognized the division between East and West as an “Iron 
Curtain”. In 1949, the Berlin Airlift transported one and a half million tons of supplies, and 
with the fall of Czechoslovakia, the Western Powers joined in a North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization (NATO). With the dividing of Germany with free elections one one side of 
the border and not on the other, military forces were heightened. 


Over ten years later, after the meeting between Premier Khrushchev and President Kennedy 
in Vienna, our President pledged, “the solemn vow each of us gave to West Berlin in time 
of peace will not be broken in time of danger”. Over two million refugees had escaped from 
East Berlin. Rathern than declaring war, the Soviets began the enormous feat of building a 
massive wall around the city. 


As we flew out of East Berlin late October, the sight of that wall from the air was one of the 
most vivid scenes I have ever witnessed: two societies, one free, one closed, separated by 
concrete and cannons. 


The third wall is one that most of us have yet to visit, the Great Wall of China. In size, this 
is the largest of them all, visible even to the astronauts from outer space. The massive 
defense structures built at various times in Northern China were linked together by an 


Emperor who united China. It was intended as a protection against invasions from the 
North in the 17th Century. 


Wea population of a billion people in China today, the culture and chapters from the past 
are an enigma to the Western mind. Of the Oriental, it is said, “history is like an old man’s 
memory - the distant parts are often more vivid than the recent present”. Ancestors give 
direction, but there are no epic stories of creation - only the long passage of time full of 
moral examples, in which all the characters are either heroes or villains. 


In a sense, the Great Wall separates all history between East and West. 


And finally, there is another wall. It exists in our nation’s capitol. Upon it are the names of 
the 53 thousand dead from the “conflict” in Southeast Asia. How did that wall come about? 


The idea of a Vietnam memorial originated with a veteran going to see the movie Deer 
Hunter in March of 1979. The movie was traumatic. The ex GI was not only upset by the 
terrible action of war, but angered that his country had turned its back on the very young 
people who had fought and died in battle. In the early morning hours, with a bottle of 
whiskey and sitting at the kitchen table, he began to experience flash backs. He screamed, 
viewed bodies being blown apart, and then saw the faces of his fallen comrades. “Their 
names”, he thought, “no one remembers their names!” It was an idea that was later to take 


form in the Vietnam Wall in Washington, D.C. It recalled a painful memory, but it was the 
beginning of healing. 
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My first visit to the Vietnam Memorial was with a Roman Catholic Chaplain who had spent 
several years in Vietnam. It was just after midnight and there was a drizzling rain. He took 
from his pocket a small black book, and checked to make sure that the name of each man he 
had pronounced dead was engraved in the stone. Nearby was a paraplegic in a wheel chair, 
staring at a panel of names before him. We did not interrupt his reverie. 


Four Walls: The Wailing Wall, The Berlin Wall, The Great Wall of China, and the War that 
memorialized those who died in Vietnam. 


There are other walls that exist in our lives. They are less tangible, but perhaps more 
formidable. 


The walls of prejudice, that have torn asunder the beautiful little land of Ireland for the past 
75 years, and that boils the pot of hatred in South Africa. The walls of fear that would 
isolate those who are sick and dying from AIDS, longing for another Australia in which we 
could banish the outcasts from today’s society. The walls of ignorance that would 
propagate against Jews and Blacks, and anyone different from ourselves. 


We have come a long way since the dream of Wendell Wilkie for “One World”. Our 
concept of this Planet Home has been reduced to a Global Village. Persons working ina 
rice paddy in India listen to international news on their transistor radio. All students in 
Tiananmen Square in Beijing carry signs in English, knowing that the electronic images 
beamed off a satellite will be seen in our living room. How paradoxical to view the Statue 
of Liberty replicated in the Red Square of China. 


Some walls have come tumbling down. Threats of nuclear warfare have not been executed. 
The promise of socialism in this century has proven to be an empty dream. Cries for 
freedom and Democracy are heard from Poland to Chile, and the new “Moscow Spring” 
has gone far beyond detente. 


Yes, there is cause for some rejoicing in the overcoming of past barriers. But no, we are not 
approaching Utopia and never will. Our children and our children’s children will be 
challenged to journey beyond the walled cities of the past. But they cannot travel far 
without direction. It is a journey that must become increasingly spiritual. The direction 
must be rooted in faith. Faith in a God who forgives the sins of the past. Faith in a God 
whose love for each of his children is like the Father of the Prodigal Son. Faith in a Savior 
whose hands and feet bear the imprint of nails, and whose heart is the heart of the whole 
human family. 


St. Paul wrote to that small community in Ephesus that Jesus has “broken down the 
dividing wall of hostility”. By the grace of our Lord, as we pass through the walls of 
ignorance and fear and threats of annihilation, may we come to be united one with the other 
in this global village, and join with our brothers and sisters who have for centuries prayed, 
“Next year, Jerusalem”.

A city brimming over with vitality, full of surprises, a city of international flair, a city of 
perpetual motion and fervid anticipation, a city where all free men, wherever they may live, 


are citizens of Berlin; and therefore, as a free man, I take pride in the words, “Ist bin eine 
Berliner,” “I am a Berliner.” 


To the City of Berlin. (Cries of “Hear! Hear!”’) 


Captain DeMatteo. Please be seated, gentlemen. 
Responding to the toast to the City of Berlin, the Consul General to Boston from the 
Federal Republic of Germany, Dr. Jergen G. Capebrener. 
Consul General Jergen G. Capebrener. Captain Commander, ladies and gentlemen: 
I feel very privileged to respond to the toast extended to the City of Berlin. And the City 
of Berlin was very proud and felt very privileged to have the Company as their guests last 
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year, and 25 years ago, having as their guest a great Bostonian and a great American 
President, John F. Kennedy. 

And the memory of John F. Kennedy, the great Bostonian, is still alive and vivid in 
Berlin. Thank you very much. (Applause) 


Captain DeMatteo. Gentlemen, if I could have your attention, please. If] could have your 
attention, please, we have a busy program planned for this evening; so we’re going to move 
right along. 

As everybody who is an Ancient is aware, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company is the third oldest chartered military organization in the world. 

The second oldest chartered military organization in the world is the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London. 

But the very oldest chartered military organization is the Swiss Guard at the Vatican. 

It gives me great pleasure to introduce the Commandant of the Swiss Guard at the 
Vatican, Colonel Roland Buchs. Colonel Buchs. (Applause.) 


Colonel Roland Buchs. Dear Commander, dear friends: I am very happy to be here with 
you today, together with my friends, the Philharmonica of Canobia, Lugano. 

It is a great honor for me, both for myself and for all the members of the Swiss Guard. 

It is now one year and eight months since your visit to Rome, which included a private 
audience to the Holy Father, John Paul, II. It still has very happy memories of His visits. 

I would like the opportunity to renew my thanks and gratitude to the Commanders, past, 
present, and future, of your noble Company; in memory of my visit to you today, I would 
like to present to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company the official Pontifical 
Medal of the Holy Father, in my own name and in the name of my friends of the 
Philharmonica. 

I wish you an abundance of divine blessings. Thank you. (Applause.) 


Captain DeMatteo: Gentlemen, it would be very inappropriate for us to allow the 
Commandant of the oldest chartered military organization in the world to leave here empty- 
handed. 

We have a few gifts for the Colonel. 

First, we have this coat of arms of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, which 
is a traditional gift. 

We have a small history of the 350 years of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company and, during our 350th year, we had 350 medals struck, to commemorate the 
occasion. One of those medals will go to the Colonel. 

And, lastly, we have a Revere bowl, and the inscription is, “Colonel Roland Buchs, 
Commander of the Swiss Guard. 5 June 1989. From the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. Lieutenant Colonel M. Joseph DeMatteo, Captain Commanding.” 
Congratulations, ant thank you, Colonel. (Applause.) 


We’re going to keep the program rolling, so if I could still have your attention, a little bit, 
At this time, I would like to introduce the Commander of the First Battalion, 10 Ist Field 
Artillery. This is the unit that did such a great job for us on the Common today with the 
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105s. Lieutenant Colonel Edward H. Russell, Commander. (Applause.) 


Lieutenant Colonel Edward H. Russell. Ladies and gentlemen, on behalf of the 26th 
Division Artillery Commander, | would like to present this token to the outgoing 
Commander, Colonel DeMatteo. (Applause.) 

I'd also like to make a presentation to Lieutenant Colonel Caggiano, on behalf of the 
26th Division Artillery Commander. (Applause.) 


Captain DeMatteo. Continuing along with our program, at this time, I would like to call on 
the Commandant of the Massachusetts Military Academy, Colonel Frank B. Barron. 
(Applause.) 


Colonel Frank B. Barron. Colonel DeMatteo, on behalf of the Massachusetts Military 
Academy, I would like to present you with this small token of our appreciation, in 


recognition of your loyal and dedicated service toward the Massachusetts Military 
Academy. 


Enjoy your year of retirement. Thanks, Joe. (Applause.) 
Captain DeMatteo. Gentlemen, | want to remind you of one thing. We just completed our 
350th year, and to commemorate the occasion, we had created, in Limoges, France, a 


special plate. Only 350 of them were made. 


We have about 100 of them left. Tonight is the last night they will be made available to 
anybody. They are for sale out in the lobby. 


So, if you would like one, this is the last time you can get them, because they are going 
to go into retirement. 


There are only 350. They are Limoges. They are one of a kind. They will never be 
made again. So, if you’d like them, please see the table in the lobby. 


Gentlemen, give your attention to the Adjutant. Please rise for the Seventh Regular 
Toast of the evening. 


The Seventh Regular Toast 


Adjutant MOORE. Granted a charter in 1537 by Henry VIII, the oldest regiment in the 
British Army, and the Senior Unit of the Territorial Army, our mother Company, the 
Honourable Artillery Company of London. 


(Cries of “Hear!” “Hear!”) 


Captain DEMATTEO. Please hold your attention, now, and be seated. 
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Responding to the toast is the Honourable Artillery Company’s representative in the 
United States, Captain David Duffy. (Applause.) 


Captain DAVID DUFFY. Gentlemen, last year, a year ago today, you had Colonel Sir 
Grenville Spratt of the Honourable Artillery Company, the Lord Mayor of London, and 250 
officers and men of the Honourable Artillery Company here. Today, you have me - -large, 
but I can’t make up for 250 people. But, I will do my best. 


The regiment sends its greetings, General Sir Richard Plante, with our Colonel 
Commandant, and the Colonel of the Regiment, send greetings of the Regiment. 


Valedictions, Captain DeMatteo, and welcome to Captain Milano. And long may it 
continue. 


I would say, we have the Commandant of the Swiss Guard, earlier, and he might be 
interested to know that we had a Swiss guest, a private guest, coming here tonight, who is 
coming in full Swiss Army uniform; I don’t know where he is. 


But he had the great misfortune to come via Pan Am; not that it’s a misfortune to come 
via Pan Am. but he had the great misfortune to put his ceremonial dagger in his suitcase, 
which caused the very swift arrival of the police, the security forces, and possibly, the U.S. 
Marines. 


He didn’t have the wit to explain that it was a toothpick; he said it was a hair dryer, 
which caused enormous alarm and despondency. But he is, in fact, here tonight, complete 
with dagger, I believe; he might even brandish it. 


It is an enormous pleasure to be here tonight and represent the regiment; and thank you, 
all, very much. (Applause.) 


Captain DeMatteo. Now, could I have your indulgence just for a little bit longer. This is a 
very important part of the evening for me and for you. I would like to introduce our guest 
speaker this evening. 

This gentleman was featured in February on a segment of 60 Minutes. This segment 
focussed in on the fact that our guest speaker is a hero, a real hero. 

When the Freedom Fighters and the rebels in Afghanistan were down on their heels, and 
they were giving it their all, this man was the man who made it possible for these Freedom 
Fighters to obtain their material and their equipment, so that they could defeat the Russians 
and drive them back out of Afghanistan and home. 

It gives me great pleasure to introduce to you United States Congressman from Texas, 
the Honorable Charles N. Wilson. (Applause, all rising.) 


Hon. Charles N. Wilson. I am so, so happy to be here. I’ve always loved Boston. And 
I would like all of you to know that, when you were little boys in 1960 that I had the only 
Texas license plate in Washington with a John F. Kennedy sticker on it. 
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I love American history so I love Boston. I’m an amateur military historian, so I love 
the Ancient and Honorables. 

I’ve got a couple of little stories to tell you all, so we can kind of understand each other 
a little bit. In Washington, we deal a lot. I was on the Veterans’ Affairs Committee, and we 
deal with veterans all over the country. It’s something that gives you great gratification. 

We’re building a new VA Clinic in Lufkin, Texas. I always attend all the American 
Legion and VF W Conventions, and there are not too many left of the World War I veterans. 
And, the year before last, at the convention, we were sitting at a table, and one of the guys 
looks over at the other one and he says, “John,” he says, “\you remember that saltpeter they 


used to put in our eggs, when we were in the trenches in France, so we wouldn’t be wanting 
to go to Paris all the time?” 

He says, “Yeah, Bob; I remember that.” 

He says, “Well, John, the damn stuff’s beginning to work.” (Laughter.) 

I’ve had one experience with a Boston lady in my life. This occurred about five years 
ago; I’m single. And a friend of mine called me up; this lady, who had lived in Boston, 
worked for a law firm, and she was from New Zealand. 

A friend of mine from Baltimore called me up and he said he had this woman on his 
hands, and she was dynamite, and he couldn’t handle her, and he didn’t think I could either, 
but he thought I'd want to try. I said, “Send her down.” 

And, a few weeks later, she showed up in my door frame, at my office there, and she was 
an absolute dish, her hair down to her hips, bright blue eyes, body to die for, and we just hit 
it off immediately. I couldn’t believe it. 1 thought I’d spent my whole life preparing for this 
moment and this woman. 

Everything I said was the funniest thing she ever heard; she couldn’t keep her hands off 
me; it was absolutely spectacular; absolutely spectacular. She was from New Zealand. She 
was here on a student visa. My God; it was love; it was passion; the earth moved; the angels 
wept. 


But, one evening, after about a month anda half, her head was on my shoulder, and I felt 
tears. And | said, “Darling, what can it be?” 

And she said, well, she hated to leave me; because her visa was expired, she had to go 
back to New Zealand. And | said, “Not Charlie Wilson’s girlfriend will ever go back to 
New Zealand.” 

And, the next morning, I myself was at the Immigration Service, stayed there for three 
days, got this child a Green Card, met her for lunch, her eyes glistened with happiness and 
passion: she could never thank me enough; we made wonderful plans to go to magnificent 


places that evening; she walked out of the restaurant; | never saw or heard from her again. 
(Applause.) Mind you, that’s a true story. 


So, I’m always a little careful here in Boston. 

There was a Texan who went to Arizona. Texans, we all think we’re pretty tough; this 
Texan goes to Arizona, and he tied his horse up outside the saloon, and he went in and he 
came back out, and somebody had painted the horse’s butt pink. 

Well, of course, the Texan was incensed at that and he said, “Who in hell painted my 
horse?” The biggest guy he ever saw stood up and said, “I did. What about it?” 

And the Texan said, “I just wanted to let you know that the first coat’s dry.” (Laughter.) 
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The night before the American and British Army invaded Sicily, the German general 
looked out and saw the armada coming, and he said to his Italian co-commander — he 
looks around, and he is standing there with his Italian co-commander, and he said to his 
orderly, he said, “Fritz, go and get me my battle uniform with the red tunic.” 

So, the Italian said, “What’s with the red tunic?” 

He said, “This is going to be the biggest battle in the history of the world.” He said, “I 
have to lead my men and they expect me to lead them. If] have the red tunic, they cannot 
see the blood when I am wounded, and I will be able to lead them until the last drop of 
blood runs from my body.” 

And the Italian thinks about this for a minute. He looks around at his orderly and he 
says, “Luigi; Luigi, go and get my battle uniform, the one with the dark brown trousers.” 
(Laughter.) 

Speaking of Germans and being in this city, | am reminded — this is another true story 
— of Dr. Kissinger who is, of course, German by birth, and he was on a Washington talk 
show; he is, of course, very smart and very quick. He was on a Washington talk show, and 
the guy asked him a really stupid question. 

He said, — this was when Kissinger was going out as Secretary of State, and he said, 
“Well, Dr. Kissinger, on a worldwide perspective,” he said, “what do you think would have 
been the results if, instead of President Kennedy being assassinated, Chairman Khrushchev 
would have been assassinated,” which was a stupid question. 

Kissinger thought about it, like that, and he says, “Then I cannot predict what would 
happen; I cannot predict what would possibly happen; but I am pretty sure that Mrs. 
Onassis would not have married Mr. Khrushchev.” (Laughter.) 

I share an Irish heritage with many of you and I can never help but tell one of my great 
heroes in history is Otto Bismarck. Bismarck knew how to get things done, and he knew 
how to kind of cut through a peripheral fuzziness. 

He was visiting Queen Victoria in 1875, and in 1875, Ireland was absolutely aflame. 
Queen Victoria, she ruled the world, but she couldn’t handle the Irish; and she was 
commiserating, and hysterical, to Bismarck, and saying, “What can I do? You’re the Iron 
Chancellor; what can I do?” 

He said, “It’s the simplest thing in the world.” He said, “There are 9 million Dutch and 
there are 9 million Irish. You exchange the Irish and the Dutch; ina decade, the Dutch will 
turn Ireland into the verdant garden, and the Irish will neglect the dikes and drown.” 
(Laughter.) 

I know that you all shared the extreme discomfort and anxiety of our Canadian 
neighbors when the great runner, Ben Johnson, was sent home from Seoul; but I’ll never 
forget what he said when he got off the plane. He said, “I didn’t take no stereos.” 
(Laughter.) Not so good, huh? . 

I'll say one more thing about myself, and that is, until a few days ago, I was seriously 
considering marriage, again, and one of my best friends said, “That's like a three-legged fox 
thinking about going back to the trap.” (Laughter) 

One of my great political friends and heroes, the great “Tip” O'Neill; and, during 
“Tip’s” second term as Speaker, he had an awfully constipated Ethics Committee. And I 
observed once on the floor to my friend, Morris Udall, I said, “My God, there’s not a son of 
a bitch on that committee that likes whiskey or women.” 
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I said, “One man, one vote, by God.” 

And so, Mo, up there was funny, and he told “Tip.” And Tip” called me the next day and 
he says, “I hear you’re critizing the Ethics Committee.” 

I said, “That’s right, “Tip.” 

He said, “I’m going to put you on it.” 

I said, “You can’t, “Tip.” They’ll laugh us out of the hall. Everybody knows I’m on 
the other side.” 

And “Tip” said, “Your group needs representation.” 

And so I served on the Ethics Committee honorably for two years until I myself was 
investigated and I had to get off. (Laughter.) But, by God, I wasn’t caught. 

Speaking of ethics, I want to say just a couple of words, and that is that Washington is 
almost nuts on the subject right now. We are craven to the press, and we’re afraid of our 
own shadows, and that’s not a very good situation. 

Jim Wright gave 44 years to his country, including three years in a B-24 over the South 
Pacific. Our current political environment makes it almost mandatory that, if you’re only 
accused, — not convicted, not indicted, but only accused — that an outside prosecutor can 
be hired, can spend $2 million, has unrestrained subpoena power, lives with the jury, and 
you have a leak a day in the press that cuts the political ground out from under you. That’s 
what happened to Jim Wright. 

All that, and no laws were stretched or broken, and they had to reach mightily to find an 
interpretation of the rules that had never been found before. Now, that all looks good, I 
guess, on the evening news, and it makes us feel pure that we ourselves are not being 
scrutinized this way. 

But a standard is presently being established in the Congress that would challenge 
Calvinistic England, that’s a challenge that, certainly, Franklin Roosevelt couldn’t have 
met and wouldn’t have considered it, that Eisenhower couldn’t have met, John Kennedy 
would have been hysterical about, Lyndon Johnson would have been horrified, Nixon, of 
course, and Gerry Ford; maybe Jimmy Carter could have passed, but I’m not sure. 

Now, ifall of this keeps up, there will be nobody left except maybe a Congress made up 
of Mother Theresa, Ralph Nader, and assorted eunuchs. Now, those folks are fine, but they 
don’t run countries very well, and they don’t fight wars at all. (Applause.) And we all better 
think about that a little bit. That’s why “Tip” put me in the Ethics Committee; it’s too bad I 
had to get off. 


That’s the only thing serious I’ve got to say tonight. The rest of the very short speech I 
have is simply a speech of celebration. There is so much to celebrate. 

The Cold War, by God, is over; over. 44 years after many of you crossed the Rhine the 
Cold War is over. The Soviet Union is a role model to no country in the world except pitiful 
Cuba. Their economic system is in total shambles. Their people have no faith in their 
government. There is no other country in the world except Cuba that wants to emulate the 
Soviet Union or feels that the Soviet Union is the path to human success and human 
satisfaction. 

They can make nothing in the Soviet Union that anybody else wants to buy, with the 
exception of vodka, and they drink most of that themselves. The second Communist 
country in the world is reduced to machine gunning their young people and their students, 
and that won't work either. They’ve won today, but they’ II lose tomorrow. 
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President Bush has gotten it right. He waited. He revised our policy. He reviewed our 
policy. He hung back, and he let Gorbachev promise more and more and more, and then he 
played his trump card. President Bush was criticized mightily in the first hundred days of 
his Presidency for not having made sweeping proposals and sweeping changes; but 
President Bush knew that the people didn’t vote for sweeping changes. All they voted for 
was to clean up Boston Harbor and keep Willie Horton locked up. (Laughter and applause.) 

Now, let’s look at the deal that President Bush has put on the table. Numerical parity in 
Europe; the same number of armored personnel carriers; the same number of tanks; the 
same number of troops; and the same number of airplanes. The Soviets can’t say No and 
they can’t say Yes. They can’t say No because they’re too far extended in worldwide 
politics and they can’t say Yes because they know that our technical superiority is 
overwhelming. 

They know that an F-15 is worth five MIG-29s. They know that an M-1 tank is worth 
four to five T-72 tanks. And they know that an American soldier, all of which are Mental 
Group 1, Mental Group 2 and Mental Group 3, are a lot better than their bottom mental 
group draftees, very few of which speak the same language. 

It’s beautiful, and we haven’t even mentioned the fleet. He’ll have to take the deal 
because he has no choice, because his country and his economy simply can support no 
choice. 

Much of the credit, of course, goes to President Bush; a little bit goes to Congress. Most 
of it, or a lot of it, an enormous amount of it goes to the American people who, for the first 
time in history, in a democracy, in peacetime for 45 years, have been willing to make the 
economic sacrifices to maintain a credible deterrent and a credible armed forces, the only 
time it has ever been done in history by a free people. (Applause.) 

But, of course, the ultimate credit goes to the boys that, as we speak, are in submarines 
under the Arctic Ocean, on the slopes of Korea, the Marines that are living in the sand of 
Okinawa, the boys that are staring down the Russians across the Berlin Wall. The credit 
goes to the heroes of Vietnam and Korea, pilots of the Berlin air lift, and all of us who 
served in the Cold War. And, of course, it goes to the veterans of World War II. 

No treaty has validity without the armed might of a trained and equipped armed force 
behind it, and I'd like to raise a glass to the fighting men of the United States of America. 

(Cries of “Hear! Hear!”) 

Finally, the straw that broke the bear’s back was a spectacular spiritual struggle in the 
bleak and foreign mountains of Afghanistan. When the Russians invaded in Christmas of 
1979, everybody figured it would last three to four weeks. It lasted longer, and it lasted 
longer; and we began to read reports of Russian soldiers dying from stones and blades in the 
bazaars of Kabal. 

We decided to help, and we helped well. Most of all, we established a political 
consensus in the United States, and we did everything that was possible to do; and we did 
it right, on the ground. We learned to use mules instead of trucks. We learned to knock 
down airplanes with 34 pound weapons. We learned that, it you have people that will fight, 
if you will give them what they need, make them feel sure of themselves, they can be 
conquered by no tyranny on earth; and that’s what happened. 
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And,.on September the 26th, 1986, four Soviet Hind helicopters came to land at 
Jalalabad; three Mujahadeen, none of whom could read or write, poked stingers up through 
the weeds, and three of those Hind helicopters came down in flames. 

From then on, it was 30 a month, 40 a month, 50 a month; enormous sacrifice on behalf 
of the Afghan people. But, on February the 15th, the Russians ignominiously retreated 
back to the Soviet Union with their tail between their legs. 

American unity, political consensus, and brave people who refused to give up and 
refused to be conquered, no matter what. As I said to Bill Casey once, when we’re battling 
for the stingers that last time, that if we believe anything we say we believe, we cannot let 
a brave and free people sell their lives too cheaply. And, by God, we didn’t. (Applause.) 

Thank you again, for inviting me. I’ve loved it. Wish | could have been with you all 
weekend, God bless you; God bless the Army, the Navy, the Marines, the Air Force, and the 


Coast Guard, and God bless the United States of America. Thank you. (Applause, all 
rising.) 


Captain DeMatteo. Congressman Wilson, thank you very much for coming, We have a few 
mementoes for you to take back to Texas and to Washington with you. 

First this same coat of arms that we have out earlier, and another one of those 
commemorative coins, only 350 of which were cast, and another copy of our very much 
abridged 350-year history. 

This one you haven’t seen, sir. This is a special painting of Faneuil Hall, our 
headquarters, in the early 1800s, when it was on the waterfront. That has all been filled in, 
now. This was given our last year, in the fall, on the trip to Germany. Only 200 of these 
were made, sir, and we would like you to have one of them. 

; Also, one of these special commemorative plates. You said you wanted one; you’ ve got 
it, 

And, lastly, this engraved tray, presented to the Honorable Charles N. Wilson, United 
States Congressman, for his undying faith and support for the cause of freedom in 
Afghanistan; from the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, Lieutenant Colonel M. 
Joseph DeMatteo, Captain Commanding; 353 Ist June Day, 5 June 1989. 

Thank you for coming. Thank you very much. (Renewed applause.) 


I just want to take a couple of minutes of your time, if I could. It’s been great to have 
Congressman Wilson. I just want to let you know that it’s been a great pleasure for me to 
have served this year as your Captain Commanding. Your cooperation and your spirit and 


your participation in the things that we tried to plan and do and did made it a wonderful, 
wonderful year. 


Twant to thank all my staff for the hard work that they produced and the energy that they 
put in this year, and I especially want to thank those 12 guys seated right over here, the 
Sergeants of ‘88-89; stand up, guys; you did a great job. (Applause.) 


But, mostly, | want to thank all of the members for their great cooperation, great 
participation, in all of the activities. Thank you very much. 
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Also, I want to invite you all to Suite 143 after this. The suite will be open for cocktails. 
Now, for the final toast of the evening, please rise and give your attention to the Adjutant. 


The Eighth Regular Toast 
Adjutant Moore. To our beloved Company, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts. (Cries of “Hear! Hear!”) 


Captain DeMatteo. Please be seated. 

Responding to the toast to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company is the 281st 
Commander, Captain Commanding for 1989-1990, Lieutenant Colonel Joseph A. Milano. 
(Applause and cheers.) 

Captain-elect Joseph A. Milano. Thank you, Captain DeMatteo. Before I respond to the 
toast to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, I would like to call upon Senior Past 
Commander, Colonel Walter Anzoni, our 249th Commander, to make a presentation to our 
outgoing Captain, the miniature Captain’s gorget. (Applause.) 

(Past Captain Anzoni thereupon presented the miniature Captain’s gorget to outgoing 
Captain DeMatteo.) 

Captain DeMatteo. Thank you, Walter; thank you everyone. This is great. (Applause.) 

Captain-elect Milano. Congressman Wilson, distinguished guests at the Head 
Table, comrades, and friends: 

I wish to congratulate Colonel DeMatteo and his staff for a great year. Also, I wish to 
thank Marty for the cooperation during the transition of command. 

It is fitting this evening that Colonel Anzoni should be our Senior Past Commander and 
present the Captain’s miniature gorget to the outgoing Captain, for it was in 1958, when he 
served as Captain Commanding, that my father, Joseph Milano, Sr., was enrolled in our 
organization. 

It was always my father’s dream to be Captain Commanding of this grand old company. 
In 1977, after being elected to Second Lieutenant, on his way up to his position of honor, 
his untimely death precluded him from fulfilling that dream. 

So I would like this evening to dedicate my year, as your Captain, to my dad. 
(Applause.) 

As your Captain Commanding, | promise to uphold the rules and regulations of our 
Company, and to maintain the customs and traditions that have made our organization stand 
alone from other groups. I’m proud to serve our membership in the oldest chartered 
military organization in the nation. 

In the spirit of the historic traditions of our Company, I would like to announce, at this 
Anniversary Banquet, that your Captain has received a letter from The White House. I 
would like to read that letter to you. 

“Dear Colonel Milano: 

“I was delighted to learn that you have been named Captain of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. This honor is wonderful testimony to 
your patriotism and love of this nation, as well as your strong sense of loyalty to the State 
of Massachusetts. 
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“As you are sworn in, I join with your friends, family, and colleagues in saluting you for 
your efforts. 

“Congratulations on this well-deserved honor. Barbara and | send our best wishes for 
the future.

Final Report of 1988/1989 A & HAC 
Membership Committee 


Your Membership Committee during the course of 8 meetings interviewed 33 sponsors and 
applicants for regular membership and reviewed 13 applications for membership by right- 
of-descent during the 1988/1989 year. 30 of the regular membership applicants were 
favorably recommended as were all 13 of the right-of-descent applicants. 29 of the 30 
recommended for regular membership were subsequently elected to membership as were 
all 13 of the right-of-descent applicants. One of the right-of-descent applicants came in 
also as a regular member, since he resided within the New England States. 


Of the 33 regular membership applicants, 12 were from the Metropolitan Boston area, 7 
were from North of Boston, 1 was from New Hampshire, 5 were from South of Boston, 2 
were from Cape Cod, and 6 were from West of Boston. 


Of the 13 right-of-descent applicants, 2 were from Texas, 2 were from Pennsylvania and 1 
each from California, Nevada, Arizona, Illinois, Wisconsin, Ohio, New York, Florida, and 
Norwell, Mass. 


The average age of the regular membership applicants is 46 with the youngest 33 and the 
oldest 67. The same statistics of the 86/87 year give the average age as 46, ranging from 21 
to 86. 


The average age of the right-of-descent applicants is 53 ranging from 21 to 72, the same 
statistics of the 86/87 year give the average age as 56 ranging from 21 to 72. 


Numbered among the regular applicants are | Judge, | District Attorney, | Police Chief, 1 
College Professor, | Surgeon, | Town Officer, 1 retired Naval Officer, 1 Banker, 1 
Owners/C.E.O.’s of own businesses and 4 General Managers/Managers. 


Numbered among the right-of-descent applicants are 3 retired Chief Executive Officers, 1 
retired Bank Chairman, | retired Chief Engineer, | retired Senior Executive, | retired 
Correction Officer, | retired Air Force Officer, 1 student, 1 active Engineer, 2 active Chief 
Executives/Owners of own businesses and | active Economic Consultant. 


17 or 51% of the applicants for regular membership have had military experience as 
compared to the 1986/1987 year when 28 or 70% had military experience. 


8 or 61% of the applicants for right-of-descent membership have had military experience 
as compared to the 1986/1987 year when 15 or 83% had military experience. 
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The 1988/1989 committee has been “tough” concentrating on the quality of applicants 
rather than quantity. We have required that all candidates for regular membership be well 
prepared in the history and organization of our “Company,” not as a schoolbook exercise, 
but to make them realize that the “Company” is not just another club requiring only the 
payment of dues. Our “Company” which is a military organization dating back 350 years 
needs members who will actively participate in its activities and who know and honor its 
traditions. This is all the more important since it is obvious that each year there will be 
fewer candidates with military experience. 


I wish to thank the members of the 1988/1989 committee for a job well done and extend to 
the next committee my best wishes.

Report of the Military Support Committee 1988-1989 


In accordance with the guidelines provided by the Captain Commanding and the 
Committee itself, the Military Support Committee set out to accomplish the following:

Update the Military Handbook 

Change the Rules and Regulations to establish a new staff position of Training 

Officer and Training Sergeant. 

Review the design of A & HAC ribbons to avoid confusion with Armed Services 

Awards, and to assure uniform size of ribbons and medals. 

Provide regulations pertaining to uniforms to all potential suppliers. Review 

suppliers for compliance. Establish a list of suppliers who conform. 

Obtain two mannequins and clothe in Parade and Mess Dress Uniforms complete 

with insignia, ribbons, miniature medals, etc., as examples of correct uniform for 

the members and for interest of Museum visitors. 

Committee members to assist the Adjutant and Sgt. Major in Parade planning. 

The feasibility of having a drummer at all parades to provide proper cadence, 

proper positioning of bands; selection of bands and requirements on music 

and cadence. 

Procure additional Military Support Committee badges to replace those lost or not 

returned by previous members. Institute a $40.00 security deposit requirement 

when issuing badges. 

For Funerals: 

a. Establish a “pyramidal” call list of Committee members. 

b. Prepare a “check-list” for the Executive Secretary to use when contacting the 
next-of-kin to determine how much involvement of the Company is desired 
(eg.Full Honors, Honor Guard at Church only, Pallbearers, etc.). 

To implement this program we split the Committee into 9 Sub-Committees. One 

assigned to each task. 

The Military Support Committee met 8 times during the year. With the Sub- 

Committees meeting many more times. 

Thanks to the Officers In Charge (OICs) of the Sub-Committees, the Military 

Support Committee completed or partially completed about 80% of the 9 tasks. 

With the other 20% requiring additional work or funds. 


For instance: 


a. The Military Handbook has been completely revised and updated and is 
currently at the printers. 

b. A new position of Training Officer and Training Sergeant has been created 
and the Captain has appointed LTC Basile as the Training Officer. 
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fe) 


In reviewing the A&HAC ribbons, etc., we ran across a ribbon issued, 
innocently enough for a previous FFDTD which is an exact duplicate of an 
existing Armed Services Award. This, of course, is in the process of being 
rectified. 

d. The contacts, paper work, costs, and lead time required for obtaining the 
services of various Bands has been obtained. 


e. The establishment of standards for cloth color material, and preparation of 
detailed specifications and proofs for official A& HAC uniforms is a complex 
issue and is an ongoing item. 

f. The “Pyramidal” call list and check list for funerals was completed and 
implemented. 

g. The implementation of two mannequins clothed in correct Parade and Mess 


Dress uniforms was thwarted by the Finance Committee which refused to 
appropriate the necessary funds. Which left COL Zullo holding the bag for 
$400 of his own money that he had spent purchasing one mannequin. 

h. The procurement of 12 additional Military Support Committee badges for 
$448.44 was also turned down. 


For the Good of the Company: 


a. COL Zullo on his own initiative and expense, obtained, stocked and provided 
the Company with a “kit” containing emergency supplies of insignia and 
accouterments for uniforms to be carried on trips and at major functions, for 
use by members. This kit will now be turned over to the Sergeants to maintain 
and control. 

b. The Military Support Committee researched and presented the Company 
with the necessary facts and recommendation to defeat a proposed change to 
the Rules and Regulations (Proposition 15).

That the Chairman of the Military Support Committee be made a member of the 
Standing Committee. 

That during the year the Chairman or his designated representative brief the 
members of the Company periodically on items of significance. 

That the Captain Commanding have the Military Support Committee check to see 
that any ribbon and/or medal that he plans to issue does not conflict with existing 
Military Awards, and that they meet the specified standard specifications. 

That the Past Captain Commander whose FFDTD ribbon is in conflict with an 
existing Military Award send a letter to all recipients to remove the ribbon and not 
wear same unless entitled by the Military service to do so. To re-design and issue 
a new ribbon if he so chooses. 

That next year’s Committee continue to pursue the issue of establishing standards 
for cloth color, material, preparation of detailed specifications and proposals for 
the official A & HAC uniforms, and finding qualified suppliers for same. Also 


the modifications to the Cap and a detailed metallic cap insignia in lieu of the 
woven insignia. 
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6. That the Committee investigate other methods or systems besides the Pyramidal 
system for notifying members re: funerals. 

7. That funds be requested to purchase the additional Military Support Committee 
badges to replace those already lost. 

8. That some means be found to re-imburse COL Zullo the $400 he paid (out of 
pocket) for the mannequin he purchased.
